- The sudden death _here 
last night of Dr Kurt Schu- 
macher, 56-year-old leader 
of the West German Social 
Democratic Party, is ex- 
pected to bring changes in 
the. Party, although its 
policy may not be modified 
at once. : 

Dr Schumncher’s body was 
transferred.from his Bonn home 
today and laid in state at the 
party headquarters there. 

His death was not ' expected 
even by close friends, despite his 
goor health, The panty Vice- 
Chairman, Mr Erich Ollenhauer, 
said today: “Yesterday aftcrnoon 
we were sitting together with 
him discussing politics.” 

Party friends and statesmen 
from many countries sent 
messages of condolence to the 
party’ headquarters. 

Chancellor Adenauer on holl- 
day in Switzerland announced 
that Vice Chancellor Franz 
Bleucher would represent the 
Government at the funeral in 
Hanover next Sunday. 

GROUP LEADERSHIP 

President Heuss sald that he 
wottd attend the faneral and the 
British and American High.Com- 
misstoners and the Acting 
French High Commissloner also 
sent messages of condolence. 

Independent observers delleve 
that the party will develop from 
being led dy one man to an 
organisation with a group leader- 
ship.
